On the evening of Sept. 2, 1905, a 


phenomenon 
occurred 
at 
Kittery 


Point .which attracted much attention 
because of 
its 
unusual aspects. 


Guests at a local hotel were startled 
by the appearance of flames rising 
from the beach and from the surface 
of the water. The flames were about 
one foot in height and were accom- 
panied by a loud, crackling 
noise 


which could be heard ISO yards away. 
At the same time the liberatioto of 
sulphurous fumes produced a most 
suffiocating effect upon all the spec- 
tators in the vicinity oE the beach. 
The sand ,was too hot to be held in 
the hand. 
When 
the 
sand 
was 


stirred in a tumbler with water, bub- 
bles of gas were liberated, producing 
flame as they came in contact with 
the air. 


The most popular explanations of 


the occurrence referred it to the ef- 
fects of the 
blast at Henderson's 


Point or the earthquake of the prev- 
ious day, which were supposed to 
have opened up rock fissures and lib- 
erated volcanic gases.

TWO BODIES FOUND IN WRECKAGE ALONG 


THE SHORE 


Marblehead. Mass., March 
21.— 


Small fragments of the little Booth- 
bay schooner, 
Lady 
Antrim, were 


found on Tuesday strewn along- 
the 


outside 
of 
Marblehead 
Neck 
oft 


which she was wrecked in Monday 
night's storm, with the probable loss 
of all hands, and* among the broken 
pieces of the vessel were recovered 


oldest coasters in the service, having 
been built In 1S57. She was owned 
and commanded by J. H. McCHntock 
of Boothbay Harbor. Me., and it was 
believed here that he ,was one of the 
victims of the wreck. 


The first body to be. recovered was 


that of a man weighing ISO pounds, 
with dark hair on the side-Of 
his 


head, the upper part.being quite bald. 
His moustache was red, and a notable 
feature was the two front teeth of the 
upper jaw, which were spread so as 
to leave a triangular spa.ce with the ' 
apex of the gum. There was a sig- 
net ring on one of the fingers, and on 
it was engraved in old English the 
letter "M". 
The body was clothed 


only in a shirt. 


The second body was that of a man 


apparently about forty years of age, 
five feet, 
seven 
inches in 
height, 


weighing about 160 pounds.

third finger of the left hand 
was a

Af*t*r a frightful night, anchored 
near the Nantucket bars, in last 
night's blizzard with the wind ve- 
locity registered at 56 miles an 
hour, the little 
82-foot 
United 


States fisheries steamer Phalar- 
ope crept into this port today with 
an exhausted crew. . 


The 'Phalarope left Plymouth yc? 


terday morning for the Woods Hole 
station of the fish commission, car- 
rying her Winter's catch of codfish 
eggs. 
Off Pollock Rip the steamer 


ran into a gale and a snowstorm 
which developed 
into 
a blizzard. 


Realizing that the Phalarope could 
not reach Woods Hole in the teeth 
of such a storm the captain headed 
for Nantucket. Feeling his way care- 
fully down the coast, fearing each mo- 
ment lest be should bring up on one 
of the numerous outlying bars on the 
cape, the Phalarope's captain tried 
to get some idea of his position by 
continual sounding. 


As night came on the weather be- 


came more thick and boisterous. The 
Phalarope's captain felt sure be must 
be near Nantucket bars and ,for over 
half an. hour he cruised back and 
forth, trying to locate Spar buoy, 
•which marks the channel, 
but 
the 


search was unsuccessful. 
By this 


time it was almost impossible to stay 
on deck. The little craft was rolling 
guards under and torrents of water 
continually racked her 
decks. 
At 


length it 'was decided to anc-hor and 
try to ride out the storm. 
Every- 


thing was battened down and made 
secure, but none of the men turned 
in. Frequently members of the crow 
were hurled across their tiny quar- 
ters against the opposite -Aalls, sus- 
taining painful bruises. It seemed as 
if the steamer's anchor could 
not 


hold such violent tossing and tugging. 
At times she seemed to leap out of

ICE COATING FOR WARMTH 


Fruit Cars Covered with Sheet of 


Frozen Water to Preserve 


Contents. 


The use of ice for heating purposes 


is one of the oddities of our modern civ- 
ilization. It often happens that a train 
carrying fruit from South America to 
the northern stales encounters a spell 
of cold weather en route. If the tem- 
perature goes below a certain point the 
perishable merchandise will be ruined. 
But it has been ascertained that such a 
misfortune may be prevented by cover- 
ing the fruit car with a coating of ice™ 
a thing easily accomplished by turning 
a hose upon it and allowing the water tp 
freeze, until the whole vehicle is envel- 
oped in a glassy and glittering blanket. 


It may, indeed, be appropriately 


called a blanket, inasmuch as it prevents 
the radiation of heat from the interior of 
the car. The ice being a good non-con- 
ductor, the warmth is retained, and the 
fruit, or possibly it may be vegetables, 
goes on its way unspoiled even by zero 
weather.

with "ico 


stoves," which, while useful during hot 
weather as refrigerators, are filled with 
ice during the cold weather.

IMPROVEMENT OF POSTAL SER- 


VICE 


The United States has one decided 


out about its postal service, and in 
this particular 4t is lagging pitiably 
behind the rest of the civilized world; 
at present it looks as if it might con- 
tinue so to lag for some time to 
come. 
The particular to -which we 


refer is the postal rate on merchan- 
dise, or, as It is perhaps tetter 
known, — and 
less understood,— the 


parcels post. 


Within the past generation the rate 


of postage on letters has been de- 
creased from three to two cents and 
some branches of the service have 
been materially improved and extend- 
ed, The establishment of rural free 
delivery 
ha been an 
innovation, 


though opinions differ as to the real 
usefulness of it, some rural commu- 
nities protesting ibtterly against its 
establishment. 


The rates on merchandise, however 


have been actually 
increased 
until 


they~are~twice what they were thirty 
years ago, when the mail service 'was 
supposed to be In a far less advanced 
-stage than it is at the present day. 


Until the year 1874 
the 
United 


States had a cheap and effective par- 
cels post system, but when merchan- 
dise -was divided into two classes, 
•which were called 
the 
third 
and 


fourth, it •was immediately 
placed 


among the poorest in the world. 


The Postal Progress 
League 
is 


making an effort to have the United 
States put on an equality with other 
countries in this very iportant 
re- 


spect and asks business and social or- 
ganizations throughout the 
country 


to pass and forward to the chairman 
of the Senate and House committees 
on postofflces and post roads the fol- 
lowing resolution: 


Resolved, That House 
Resolution 


4,549, providing for the consolidation 
of third and fourth class mail mat- 
ter at the third class rate — one cent 
for two ounces — as recommended by 
the post office department, should be 
immediately enacted into law. 


The powerful 
express 
companies 


are popularly believed to be respon-, 
sible for holding back this necessary 
legislation, which has been ostensi- 
bly demanded by the postoffice 
de- 


partment 
for tbp r-ct seventeen 


years, though someone has been giv- 
ing it what strictly up-to-date slang 
calls "the hook." 


Postmaster Genera) coitelyou. who 


urges the consolidation, says that the 
reduced rates on four pound parrels 
"•would afford a great opportunity for 
distributing light packages to a mul- 
titude of places not reached by ex- 
press companies, and at a charge suf- 1 
ftcient to reimbuise the government 
for actual cost of carriage." 


The Kennebec Journal recently of- 


fered the following 
interesting ar- 


rangement of figures to show the in- 
justice of the present systom on the 
people, — though not on the express 
companies:

ASBESTOS UNIQUE MINERAL 


When It Was First Mined, the Va- 


rious Uses to Which It Is Put, 


and Other Information. 


The mineral unique Is 
asbestos. 


Different from every other material in 
its occurrence, mining, and prepara- 
tion for the market, it forms an en- 
tire study in itself. 
It 
was first 


mined about 100 years ago, chiefly a$ 
interesting to the geologist and min- 
eralogiST, and of little or no commer- 
cial value. 
About 1868 it was first 


used commercially in the manufacture 
of roofing felt and cement. Early at- 
tempts to spin this fiber were unsuc- 
cessful, but the difficulties have now 
been overcome so that a single as- 
bestDS thread, weighing not more than 
one ounce per hundred yards, which 
has a pretty fair strength, may be 
made. 
In its spun state it is used 


largely as yarn for packing valves, 
etc., for which usep(4t jijap 'many"
